Taenre is probably little sincerity in the 
professed fear of the “ Yellow Spectre” 
“amongst. the Statesmen of Europe.” Itis -a 
rire thing to find Statesmen who hy con- | 
spicuous ability have raised themselves to 
commanding positions exhibiting in their 
elevation a tendency to superstitions, which 
during their rise they assiduvusly concealed ; 
and we may well believe that thé Emperor 
Wissram IT. is quite sincere in his ore- 
Dodings as 1o the possibility of a recru- 
descence of those tribal movements which 
eventually swamped the “Roman: Empire, 
and destroyed the old civilisation of the 
world. But is there any similarity between 
the sittiation then and now? At that period 
the conditions were, so to speak, reversed ; 
the plains of, Europe supported but a few 
wandering tribes, certiinly they were no 
better peopled than was America bafore its 
discovery by Corumges. On the other hand, 
Northern Asia, in regions now given over to 
the dominion of vast deserts, -in those days 
supported largo populations, who have every- 
where left their remains in the way of huge 
tumuli and radestone ruins, The vory climate 
itself hag changed, of which we find cloquent 
proofs in the skeletons of the huge elephants 
and rhinoceros which once found ample 
“pasturage on the néw frozen tundras of 
Northern Siberia.. Wholesale migrations, 
we may rest assured, do not take place 
without adequate cause; and there is very 
good reagon to associate the cause with the 
‘progressive deterioration of the climate, 


which has rendered Northern Siberia unfit | 


to support a larger population than it at 
present wnintains, While this was the case 
in Central and Northern Siberia, in Central 


Asia the drying up of the- lind and the 
encroachments of the desert -had its efect 
likewise in rendering the land by degrees 


funfit: fer human ‘halitation, We have no 


statistics of the Central Asian lands at any 
time, but history proves that once they 
were fur more populous thon now; tho 
reason being the gradual diminution of the 
quantities of water curried down by the two 
rivers, Oxua and Juxartes, on which the 
plains ‘are. entirely depandent \ fur their 
cultivation. Recent travellers are pretty 
unanimous in pointing out that the Russian 
occupation has had uo effect in checking 
the depopulation. Miss Meax, one of the 
latest travellers, who drawe her information 
from Rusgiun sources, and who dedicates her 
recent buok to the Tsaritsa, may certainly 
be looked upon nan friendly witness. She 
destribes the gradual decay of Samarkand 
as hastened,’ rather than the contrary, by 
the Russian occupation; people, she tolls 
us, who settled duwn there in the hope of 
finding « reasonable return, for cxpital 
invested, are one and all moving on: to 
Khokand. ‘The cultivation of cotton in 
Turkestan, which the Russians | reasonably 
hoped would prove a-source of gain to the’ 
Khanate, has been found to have the cone 
Tn. a country where every 
available acre is “Oceupied under ordinary 
conditions in providing fool crops for the 
people, the dikplacement of ries. by cotton 
has hada deleterions effect. Without 
human labour the land cannot be cultivated, 
and without rice the people cannot. be fed‘; 
go that the displacement of rico means the 
diminution of the population, and the 
diminution ofthe population re-acts in-the 
abandonment of still more [and to the 
encroaching desert; and lund in. Central 
Asia once abandoned, wll history tells, can 
never be restored to cultivation. 
Even at present Turkestan hag to import 
corn for her small population,” so that the 
desiccation of the land. bids fair to be con- 
tinuous. The present population of Siberia 
is estimated at from seven to eight millions, 
spivad over an area 1} times -that. of 
Europe, which gives just two equare miles 
to each inhabitant;. taken separately,. the 
greatest density in any one of the Govern. 
ments into which it is divided is two per 
square mile. Russia has in fact not been 
able to'draw.in the present war upon her 
vast Siberian. territories, but has to send 


more 


practically all Her men and stores from, 


Europe over some 5,000 miles of badly- 
constructed railway. So little is the danger 
of any npproach from Northern or Central 
Asia. : i 

But, of course there is the case of Jeneu1z 
Kuan’s invasion, which in the fourteenth 
century was well nigh as fatal for modern 
civilisation ns was that of the Goths and 
Huns for the ansiert culture of the Roman 
Empire’ Why should it not be repeated + 
Wo have above shogn some of the actual 
reasons; the rest may he inferred. ‘Of all 
conquerors in history Jenoniz Kuan did 
most to prevent forall time a recurrence of 
conquests, inasmuch as he destroyed tho 
resources and capabilities of the lands 
which he overran, We have shown how 
absolutely dependent cn population are the 
lands he passed over for their cultivability. 
JenGuiz not merely killed off. entive- popu- 
lations, but he waged war with vegetation ; 
his followora destroyed the forests through 
which they passed, and blighted the vegeta- 
tion, Jon well-waterad country Natura can 
go fur towards hevling the wounls of war ; 
‘not so in Central Asia, where during the 
entire human epoch the rainfall has been 
deficient. There a tract of country once 
given up to the desert remains for ever in 
its deadly grasp. Persia, once covered 
with forests, now scarcely supports a 
single tree. Ricbly-cultivated districts have 
reverted {o howling deserts. The. entire 
delta of the two gredt Central Asian rivers, 
the Oxus and Jaxartes, was ouce a smiling, 


well-cultivated plain, fed everywhere by | 


great streams, natural or artifieiil. Now, 
with the exception of the lends immnediately 
watered by the Oxus and Zarafshan, it is a 
sandy desert, known as the Kizikam or 
Red-Saud. The slopes of the Pamir 
plateanx were-once covered. with abundant 
forests, and we hear little of the difficulties 
Now 
the Pamirs are practically blocked to the 
passage of tyoops unless in the smallest of 


they offered to the advance of armies. 


detachments, and whut is true of Western 
Turkestan has in modern times become 
equally true of Eastern, There is no popula- 
tion in Central Asia to-support a solitary 
one of the unnumbered hordes, who even 
in historical times penetrated from one end 
of Agia to another. . : 

To all this it may-of course be replied 
that in Enstern Asia there is still China, 
and China is still at least as populous 
as ever she was j and suppose China were to 
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unite with J-pan, wlio could foresce the re- 
sult? ‘To this there aretwo answers. Pirst, 
there is so little affinity betweon China and 
Japan in race or otherwise that a conjuns- 
tion of the two.cza scarcely be looked upon 
as within t'ie bounds of the possible, Both, 
it is trae, live in. the cast of Asia; both 
possesé at little yellow pigmont in their com- 
plexions. Besides, their ethnology and: 
their culture at all epochs mark them out 
ag races as distinct from ‘vae anothar-as 
either from the western -European typo, 
The Japanese it. wus who, in the thirteenth 
cenlury, drove back on Europe the Mongol 
hordes, aud the memory of their achieve- 
ments then it is that steels shom in. their 
present contest with Russia, The Chinese 
have no such avhisvement to their credit, 
and at all: times have preferred to gain their 
ends by diplomiey rather than by force of 
arms. A raid like that of Jenauiz Kuan, 
‘even at their time of yreatest power, has 
never-enterod into the heart of a Chinese 
leader to conceive. Even Junauiz Knan's 
army, though at the time he owned sway 
over a, large part of Northern Ching, was not 
materially swelled by any Chinese intermix- 
thre in its ranks, So much for the likeli- 
hood of a Chinese inroad; which would he, 
moreover, quite contrary to all the experi- 
ence of history. 

Everi yet there remains the greatest of 
the difficulties in the,ailvance of any force 
from Eastern Asia to Europe, aud taat is 
its physical impossibility under modern con- 
ditions; nnd here we do not only sllude to 
the difficulties arising from the smilitary 
superiority of the West, but rather to the 
physicul difficulties of the journey. We 
have sketched out the depopulation of the 
continont, and shown it to depend on the 
nyodern deterioration of the lund to.a degree 
beyond human alleviation Ifii were pas- 
sible to rephint the entire of he continent, 
and restore its lost population, there is xcill 
the diffientty of the climate, ‘which wou'd 
effectually prevent the movement of troops 
in any number. ‘The difficulties ‘staring 
Ruasia in the face after years of possession 
and preparation are but trifles to what 
modern army would meet on iis way from 
Eastern to Westera Asia. The Yellow 
Terror is not a thing to seriously trouble 
the present generation of European States. 
men; and from all that we can foresee is no 


j more likely to interfere with the ‘slesp of 


their great grand-children.

The Goverament Gazette contains a dispatch 
from the Sceretary of State for the Colonies on 
the subject. of the appointment of probationers 
to the Police Foree of Hongkong, the Straits 
Settlemonts and the Federytod Malay States. 
The Colonial Secretary has desided that the 
examination for theso posts shall bo the same 
as that for the Indian Police Foreo. Officers 
will as « rule. look for promotion only in the 
States or in that Colony to which they are 
assigned, but they will be liable to bo transferred 
if it is considered desirable. The officers 
appointed as Policd probationers will have no. 
claim to appointments in the cadet service, but 
cadet officers may still be appointed, if thought’ 
Hit, to posts in tho Police Department. A pro- 
bationer will receive’a salary of £225 per 
annum, and when he has passed examinations in 
native languages, &c., he will be paid £300 per 
annum until he obtains a substantive appoint-. 
ment; -but if he remains three years, after 
“passing his examinations, without obtaining a 


substantive appointment, his salary will be- 


increased to £350. ' The classification of the 
Police Sorvice in Hongkong provides for two 
assistant superintendents with an initial salary 
of £360, rising by triennial increments of £60 to 
2 maximum of £540; one Doputy Superinten- 
dent starting at £600 and rising by triennial 
increments of £60 to £720; and one Captain 
Suporintendont starting at £800, and rising by

“ About 6.30 p.m. Wednesday, June 8th, the 


weathor sotting in thi’: aa rainy, I decided to: 


anchor for the night at Namki Island. I there. 
fore entered an inketon the N. W. sido of that 
island and found gvod anchorage fora small 
vessol in 4 fathoms of water and sheltered from 
all winds except N,W. Upon dropping anchor, 
the launch wos immediately sarrounded by 
upwards of 100 fishing boats, who cama from 
every conceivable nosk and corner ond lined 
the lunach (en deep all. round. The ozoupante 
of these boats swarmed aboard thé lauach from 
all directions, My men could not understand 
a word of their dialect, and as they appeared 
to be getting boisterous. I concluded 
that discretion was the better part of valour aod 
consequently sant my engineers below to stand 
by the engines and to gut a good head of steam. 
T at ficst thought that the men had boarded the 
lauveb simply out of curiosity, but was speedily 
undoceived when it bseamo evident that thoy 
wore there for loot, for thoy began to hustle my 
men about and handle everything that was 
moveable, At Jast the brass helmet of ths 
binnacle caught their eyes, and two of them 
attempted to removeit. This I of course resisted, 
with the result that there was danger of being 
overpowered. I ¢onsequently jumped down the 
cabin and p-ocured my revolver, a largu:tiz0 
“45 cal. Colts. ‘Pwo men had the audacify* to 
follow me down the eabin steps, but a couple 
of smashing blows on the jaw from the butt ‘of 
the revolver sent them to the right-abont- and I 
got on deck. My threo quartermasters, seeing 
me conto up, armed themselves with pisces of 
firewood and iron bara, and we proceeded te 
clear the deck. After about 10 minnts of 
lively work, we succeded in doing so, when 
I attempted to got up anchor, _ Wo wore 
anchored with a kedgo ond 34 inch line, 
tho chains not boing available on account 
of the temporary housing covering up the 
capstan. This tho fishermon resisted, hold- 
ing ou to the line and trying iu every way to 
imyede our movement, ne, : 

“At length I was obliged to fire a shot over 
thom, and that, having no effect I fired u second 
through the bows ofoue of the most prominent 
hoals, and then succoaded in, shortening in the 
Tine and dragged the anchor into deep water by. 
going full speed astern, when I was able to 
pick i+ np, not, howaver, without constantly 
threitening the howling, mob who persisted in 
clustering round the Janheb. 

“© After turning round and getting full speed 
on hor, I gave ous fellow the stem in good 
style, cutling him dowai and cupsizing the 
cccupints, who were all picked up by their 
comrades, ‘Tis seemed fo damp their, ardour 
and I got away all right, being obliged to put in 
a very unpleasant night through fog and rain. 

“Tam firmly convinced that if. I had not got 
ont us I did, the launch and crew would have 
remained thefo for good, the vessel being simply 
posted as missiug; for a more piratical gang 
dozinot ‘exist than the fishermen on thie part

This matter was’ 
brought homes te me this week by a mafod who 
came into my employ at the beginning of this 


month. He stopped thirteen days, then said 
his mother at Ningpo was.sick,and I found a sub- 


stitute holding my horse the next morning. I |} 


should like to bet that. the gentleman is still 
in somcone’s employ here, but to take on the 
work in my. stable for thirteen days ‘told his 
master the sick-mothor-at-Ningpo story. By 
this method he hopes, I think, to seora in the 
following manner: Fromme his wages were 
te be ten dollars 2 month; he sublets the billet 
to an inferior mafoo or a ricksha coolie, for all 
I know, for six or seven dollars and pockets the 
difference. If this. is tho case disappointment 
awaits him. I believe any servant can be 
punished for not giving s month’s notice, and 
if I could only lay hands on the gentleman I 
would sparo no pains to have him made an 
example of. This is but one of many cases that 
take place almost daily.

TIME. 


SUCCESSFUL EXPERIMENTS, 

On Saturday afternoon an electric car wont 
out for a run over a suction of the new Hong- 
kong rails for the first time for the purpose 


ing, and: the following gentlemen were in the 
ear Mr, H. Haekwaod, Resident Engincor of 
the Hongkong Tramways Electric Co.; Mr. d. 
Gmece Scott, Genoval Manager; Mr. GA. 
"Tomes (Messrs, Showan, Tomes & Co. Mossrs. 
B. Emerson and, Windsor (of Besnrs. 
Dick, Kerr & Co. of London. the contrac- 
tors); Mr. F. Graham ithe cable -coutrac- 
tor), Mr. Chan A ‘fimge {local contractor), 
Me: Fung Wa Chiin. and few other gentlemen, 
Lonving the shed the car rau smoothly 
down Sharp Street. and along Wong-nei-chong 
JRoud us far as tho Grand Stand. The seats were 
thon reversed and a run was taken to the Praya 
hy way of Morrison Hill Road. On arriving at 
the Polico Station, nyar Ah King’s slipway, 
ones more the trolley was shifted from ano wire 
to the other und the car ran back to the shed. 
Tho experiment was considered very satisfa tory, 


slowed down, of course, on approaching them. 
Sho tanat a lively pace along straight parts of 
tho track, going at leust three times faster 
than the best ricksha-puller. At the curves 
the trolley showed a tendency to slip 
off tho wire at the joints, but this will not 
ovenr’ when the trolleys are adjusted, Not 
the least noteworthy feature of the rua was the 
blank astenixhment of the-numbers of gaping 
Chinese spectators. and tho dejected look of 
the rickshaw pullers, — The ear in question was 
“No: 16° It almost made. ose imagine 
Himsolf in tho "'Tuppouny Tubs ™ to read the 
fumiiar notices saying * No smoking allowed,” 
and ~ Please do not spit in the eas.” 

When tho cars ‘start running. which they 
caught to do on or veforo tha Ist. prox. 
tho traffic of the first few wook« is 
covtuin. to be abnormal, for everybody 
will want to experience the sensation of 
a ride on the electric cur. When the work 
is finished the line will be taken over from Mr. 
Packwood by Mr. Scott. the General Manager. 
Thore will be 26 curs running, and if an 
estimate of tho earning capacity of the line 
bu made it is not too much to put the 
figure ot $50 o day per car, making a total 
of $1,300 w-day. There will he 5.cent. Ist 
class fares for some distances, the fare for 
the ‘whole length of the island being [4 
conts: The ticket-collectors, conductors, ete., 
have already been engaged. They were to be 
their numbered badges. : 

Hud it not been for obstructions by the 
Public’ Works Department the line would 
huve been completed some mouths ago. 
‘The chief obstruction wae the raising 
of the level of the ond at Praya Enst. Tt was 
sbig job, and though tho P.W.D. may have 
worked oreditably it took o long time. The 
rtising ‘of the road level by two feet in 
this vicinity isa part of the scheme 
whereby a large portion of the harbour aren 
lying hotween the pier jutting out in line with 
‘Avnenal Streot.and the west end of Cansoway 
Bay is to be recluimed. A later obstruction to 
the completion of the line was the uncovering of 
a drain at Arsenal Strect, and this is practically 
the only place remaining where work is not: yet 
comploted. 

In .1902 an ordinance was -pussed by

ing the tramways to be Inid down by the 
Hongkong. Tramways Electric Company. 
an English Company with its headquarters in 
London, und workwas commenced in May 1903. 
The detailed plans, otc. were prepared by the 
Company's Consulting Engineers, Mussrs 
Alfred Dickinson and Co. of Birmingham, who

‘The overhead construction hox beeu carried 
out ina yory noat manner, the length of arma 
on the centro-poles not exeoeding 2 feot while 
the arms on the side peles vary ix length, the 
majority of them being six feot’ long. Tho 
poles ure of mild stool, 28 feet 3 inches in length, 
7 inches in diameter at the base, tapering to 4 
inolies in diameter ut the top. They aro set aix 
feet in the ground ina solid block of concrete.

A light- 
ning urrester is provided in each feeder 
pillar and a telephone = giving 
dixset. communication with the power house. * 

The feeder cables were supplied by the 
Callenders Cable and Construction Company 
and laid on the solid aystem. In addition to 
the main feeders running east and wost from 
the power station areturn 37/13 booster feeder 
has beon Jaid in each direction to within a’ mile { 
of the two distant termini, where it is connected 
to the rails; it also makes connection with the 
rails at each feeder pillar. A three core pilot 
wire has also bed laid from the power station

for testing: purposes and the remaining two cores 
being used for telephone sorvice. 

The generating station is as nearly as poxsi- 
bein the.contrs of the system. a convenient site 
having been obtained alongside the Bowrington 
Canal, from which water for vondensing 
purposes is obtained and which enables coal amt 
materials to be delivered by barges direct at the 
site. ‘The only objection which could be found 
with tho site lay in the fact that a very fow 
yerrs ago it was recliimed from the sea 
consequently no ".good foundation 
could be obtained. for either buildings 
or wachinery. However. a8 it 
the best site obtainable in oll other respects this 
difficulty had to be overcome, and efficient 
foundations .were obiained by tho. driving of 
over five thousand, piles. These were spaced so 
as to support, the whole weight of the buildings 
themselves, the ground, which greatly varied in 
solidity, being left as. an additional factor of 
sofety.

The depot comprises engine-room and 
basement, boiler-house, cars-lied and achine- 
shop, smithy, paint-shop and carpentors’ -shop. 
and also offices, The engine yvoom, whic 
is lofty and well lighted. contains twocontinuons 
current, direct connected railway generators 
of the multipolar type, compound wound, giving: 
a potential of 55) voits. aad making 100 
revolutions per minuto, They are designed to 
run either separately or parallel. The gonora- 
tors are keyed direct on tho main shaft of the 
engines, which are of the horizonts! cross 
compound.type, each engine being equal to a 
maximum load of 557 brake horse power. The 
engines, built by, Yates and Thom, are each 
provided with a Wheeler surface condenser of 
the Admiralty pattern, and may be worked 
sither condensing or non-condensing. The 
condenseil steum is conveyed to the hot well to be 
‘again used for boiler feed, The. condenters are 
fixed in the basement below.the engine room, ax 
alxo are all the steam, exhaust. circulating and 
other pipes. thus leaving the engine room 


appointed Mr. Harold Hackwood to act us their 
reprosentative in Hongkong as Resident 
Engineer in charge of the construction. .

Tho totul length of single track is [4 miles 
which is laid in @}-miles of route. , The track 
jx laidto'u gauge of 3 feet 6 inches, with rails 
of the girder typo weighing Sblhs. per lineal 
yard.

In addition to the two traction sets there are 
two smaller plants for’ are and incandescent 
lighting of the depot, one set being driven by a 
small high speed .engine and ‘the othor by a 
motor running from the 500 volt circuit. The 
lighting circuit is supplied at 100 yolts pressure, 

‘The switchboard, cosisting of nine pancls, 
ineludes a main stativn panel, two generator 
panels, two feoder panels, one Board of Trade 
panel, and three lighting panels, The main 
station panel contains recording instruments of 
the latest pattern, the recording wattmeter 
‘showing the total‘ outpnt of the station, 
The Board of Trade panel is orranged for 
receiving test wires fiom different parts of the 
line and is provided with instruments for mak- 
ing all the tests required by the Board of Trade. 

‘An overhead travelling crane ix provided cap- 
able of lifting and traversing in any direction » 
load of tex tons over the whole area of the 
engine room. 

The boiler house. which is at a lower level 
than the engine room, contains two double drum, 
water tube boilers of the Babcock and Wilcox 
type, arranged to burn ordinury Japanese 
engine slack. Each boiler has 3,654 square fect 
of heating surface, evaporates 12,000 lbs. of 
water per hour, and works at a pressure of 160 
Ibs. per square inch. In atdition to the steam 
and water gauges each boiler is fitted with o 
spring safety valve and \s dead weight sufety 
valve. Water is supplied to the boilers by two 
Blake ‘and Kuowles feed pumps which taxe 
water from either the storage tank or the 
hot well and feed the boilers: throngh the 
economiser. This, manufactured by Green of 
Wakelield, contains 288 pipes, aud by utilis 
ing the wuste flue gases to raise the tethpes- 
ture of the feed water, effects a great saving 
f in fuel. cates ‘ 

In case of “mishap the economiser miny be cut 
\ out of use, the flue gases being conveyed to the 

chiraney by means of a bye pass, or auxiliary. 


flue, nnd the feed water being pumped direct 
\ into the boilers without assing through the 
economizer (abes. Two feed, water filters are

As Chinose 
bricklayers uro unuecustomed to this class of 
work it prosented greater difficulties in con- 
struction thun any othor portion of the work,and, 
as Hongkong is subject to typhoons of 
noted severity, exceptional caro had to 
bo taken with both the foundations and 
the caveful building of tho shaft, With the 
exception of the foundations and the chimney 
cap, the whole of the brickwork is tuilt in lime 
mortar of peculiar composition, as is also. the 

| brickwork of tho buildings, Instend of employ- 
ing sand, as is usual in’ the mixing of lime 

fw Jocal varth of a ved colour, termed 

Tocally " red earth,” was mized with the lime, und 

j water added ta- bring. the whole to the right 
consistency for mortar, with which the bricks 

were Inid.” As the work wus being carried out 


great prejudice in depurting from the beaten 
path and this method of procedure was not 
adopted until exhaustive tests liad been made all 
of which proved that lime mortar niade with red 
earth guvo far better results than that made 
with sand, conclusively proving what tho local 
architects had known for years, In the mixing 
of ime concrete the red carth was also substitut- 
ed for sand. The explanation of this appears 
to hé that the Hime ix neither thorouzhly burnt 
nor properly alaked ; 
in Hongkong lime of the English standard of 
quality there is no donbt that the practice of 
using red earth instend of sand wonld speed ly 
die ont. The red earth consists of prunite in'a 
very advanced state of decomposition. 

Phe ear shed, which is d rectangular building 
200 feet in length, contains six lines of track 
and yrives wecommodution for years. ‘The root, 
is of ivon, in two spans partly glazed and provid- 
ed with louvres. giving plenty of light and 
yontilation. Inspection pits run the whole 
length of the shed. 7 : 

Twenty-six singlo deck motor cars are pro- 
vided, ton hoiny of. the combined type with an 
onclosed portion in the centre and an open olat- 
form, provided with seats, at either end, these 
cara being’ reserved for first class passengers. 
The remaining T6 cars are of the open cross 
bench type. commoiily known 4s toast racks, 
and are for the conveyance of second cluss p2s- 
senyrery. 

The over all length of the cars is 29ft, the 
total width is 6 feet 6 inches,and the wheel baso 
is 6 feet 6 inches. 

The first class curs have “a seating capacity 
for 32 passengers and the second class cars: for 
48 passengers, Each is mounted on a Brill 21 
E truck. fitted with two four-polo series wound 
single reduction jronelad wotors of 25 harse- 
power each, “The cars ure driven from cither 
end. each end being fitted with a series parnllel 
controller, ss 

In addition to the hand brake -im general 
use a very powerful emergency brake cun be 
formed by short cincuitmg the motors on 
themeslves und thus converting them 
generators. The trolleys. which aro of, the 
Interal type and provided with a swivel head, are 
16 ft. Gin, in length and enable the .trolley 
wire to bo fixed tou feet away from the centre 
of the track where necessury. — The car Vodies 
wore built at Preston by the Electric Railway 
aod Tramway Carriage Co. Ld. and wore. 
shipped to Hongkong in sections, where they. 
wore fitted together and connected up ina very 
short space of time. 

At ono end of the car shed is a 
well equipped workshop containing screw cut: 
ting gap lathe. wheel lathe. wheel press and 
dritling machines, the whole being driven hy a 
500 volt motor. 

‘A suitable smithy. carpsuters’ shop. and paint 
shop are also provided. : 

Tho management of: the line is under the 
able direction of Mr. J. Gray Scott, the late 
popular Municipal Electrical Engineer of the 
Croydou Corporation, which position he 
resigned to tuke up his duties in Hongkong. 
‘As this is the pioneer system of electric traction 
jn China it ix to he hoped the venture will meet 
with a well deserved success and that electrically 
equipped Hines will shortly be laid in other 
parts of the Celestial Emyire.

At the Royg! United Service Institution Inst 
month the Rev. T. J. Lawrences, LL.D. 
{Profossor of International Law aot the Royal 
Naval Colloge, Greenwich), rend a paper on 
“Problems of Noutrality—Illustrated by the 
Russo-Jupanéese War.” Vico-Admiral_ Sir 
Robort Harris (president of the Royal 
Naval Colloz6, Greonwich) wasin tho chair. . 
Dr, Lawrengs in the cours of his payor sald 
that the warin the Far East had beon prolific 


of bolligerent combatants by neutrals aot 
sea, and remarked that if was strange 
that the second day: of the Russo-Japa- 
nese war shovld have witnossed the raising of a 
question which baffied The Hague Conferenco 
of 1899. No provixion was made in the Conven- 
tion for tho final disposal of those who were 


| rescued by noutral vyexsela, and no directions 


were given for the treatment of tho sick.und 
wounded after they had recovered under noutral 
care, But the plonipotontiuries expressed a 
unanimous wish thot Switzerland should soon 
call a conference with a view to a revision of 
the Geneva Convention. When such conference 


-| mot the ovonts which occurred in the harbour 


at Chomulpo on February 9 lust, in which the 
Russian cruiser Veryag and the gunboat Koreetz 
were concerned, would: form su important 
recetont for its guidance. There could be 
ittle doubt that moro was done on that ocension 
in the way of aid by the British, Fronch, and 
Italian ships thun the mere rescue of drow aing 
men, but how much: more they could not at 
present define. ‘he Japanose made no diplo- 
matic protest; and therefore they might assumo 
that that Powor did not consider themselves to 
have heen wrongfully deprived of prizes and 
rigonors through the action of the British, 
Fronch, and Italian captains. Tho “incident 
shows, among other things, that ‘provision 
would have to be made in the future for assist- 
ance by neutral ships of war, as well as by 
neutral hospital ships and ordinary- neutral 
yossels. ' 


“THE TIMBS” STEAMER AND. WIEELESS 
TELEGRAPHY. : 
The leoturer next proceeded to consider what 
he described os “the now and strange point” 
which had arisen out of the connection between 
newspaper correspondents and wireless tole- 
graphy. Hesaid that the two had been brought 
together for the first time during. the present 
war, and the honour of the innovation belonged 
to The Times. Xt had fitted up the steamer 
Haimun: with De Forest's‘ wireless tslography 
apparatus, and placed on board a representative 
of its own, whose mossages were sent in cipher 
to Weihaiwei and telegraphed from thence to 
London over a neutral British eable. ‘Chere 
seemed no Machiavellian subtlety here, especiall; 
as.the steamer was liable to search by the arm 
vessels. of either belligerent, and had in fact 
been visited several times by Japanexe warships 
and once by tho Russian [cruiser Bayan. But 
something connected with the proceedings must 
have got. on the nerves of Adw‘ral Alexeieff. 
for in April he notified that: if he caught “ off 
Kwangtung, or within the zone of.o} arations 
of the Russian fleet,” correspondents “making 
use of ixoproved apparatus not yet provided for 
by existing conventions,” he shov'd treat them 
as spies and confiscate thor vessels. When they 
remembered that the punishment of a spy was 
death by hanging, they realized how serious was 
the threat of the Tsar's Viceroy in the Far 
‘ast:, The fortune of war had left him little 
chance of carrying his purpose into effect. But 
novertholess it wag due to hia oxatted position, 
and the greatness of hia country, to exumno his 
statement carefully im the light of law and 
reaxon, Fortunately thay could appeal tan 
authority which Russia was bound to resgect. 
Both belligorents in the presont war bad 
signed ‘The Hague Convention, and therefore 
both were bound by its.rales, These mateo 
man 6 spy if he obtained information by secret 
means, and ol,ained it for the enemy. The 
methods used in forwarding it when obtained 
were not once mentioned, and could not be 
matarial to tha issue. And yetit was on these, 
and theso only, that Admiral Aloxeief's 
denunciation turned. It might perhaps te 
argued thut The Hague rales reforred t war- 
fare on land, whereas the Russian order referred 
to warfare at sea. But there could not be ono 
definition of 1 spy for military purposos and 
quite another for naval purposes, In the matter 
of ospionage, the accepted principles were of 
universal application; and it was impossible to 
bring the correspondent of the Tines within 
them, The threat of Russia bore o striking 
resomblance ‘to the contention of Prince 
Bismarck in 1870 that Frenchmen who attempt- 
ed to carry desputches in balloons from 
beleaguered cities were spies. Four years after- 
wards the Brussels Oonfereneo on the Laws of

7 CONTRABAND OF WAR—COAL. 

After discussing the question of the use of 
neutral waters by belligerents the lecturer dealt 
with the subject of contraband of warjexamiuing 
the difference in the way in which. Japan. and 
Russia treated it, and referring to the sy 2cial 
cases of coal and provisions. Russia’s record 
with regard to coal was, he said, remarkable 
for inconsistency. Till recently we had France

which the Imperial Government. would enforce 
during the war with Japan, included in hor 
st.of contraband—" Every ‘kind of. fadk guch 
as coal, naphtha, alcohol, ant eM er similar 
materials."~ They must remember that all the 
articles enumerated in Ruasin's rules: were 

* nnconditionally contraband,” and they would 
viderstand that a cargo of soft. coal 
proceeding from Newcastle to Yokohama for 
the use of the civilian ‘population of Tokyo 
was subject to capture-as much as a cargo 
of smokeless: con] proceeding from Cardiff 
to Nagasaki for the use‘of Admiral Togo's 
ficot. Had wo any reason to object? The 
answer to this question seemed to him to 
depend upon the view we wore disporod to take 
of the importance of coal in naval warfare, and 
our estimate of the ense with which 9 cargo 
[ Innded at a commercial port could be conveyed 
by lund carriage to a port of naval equipment, 
Lord Lansdowne voiced the usual English 
acctrine when he wrote in February to u Cardiff 
firm, “Coal is an article ancipitis sas, not 
per se contrabana of war; but, if destined -for 
warlike as opposed to- industrial use, it may 
Tecome contraband,” But if wo looked upon coal 
asko absolutely essential to the equipment for war 
of a modern navy, that it ought to be placed on 
the same footing as ammunition, and epplics 
of it in neutral harbours prohibited altogethor. 
we conld hardly retain the position thus set 
forth. If belligerents were no longer to bo 
allowed to buy coal jn ov» ports, could wo still 
claim a. right to carry it to their ports unmo-, 
lested, as long as they were not ports whore 
warships were fitted out? “He conld not see 
how the two positions wore to ho reconciled, 
We Must choose between total prohibition to 
Velligerents coupled with total prohibition by 
bolligerents on the ono hand, and on the other the 
Present limited freedom of supply to bellige- 
ronts coupled with a limited freedom to carry 
the article to their ports. He could: see 
strony arguments on either side. Carefnl dis- 
enrsion was required before woe came to o 
decision. It might te that a way .out of the 
difficulty-conld be found by waking absolute) 
-obatrabund the harder und non-smokeless kinds 

coal, which were thoso generslty used for 
naval purposes, while the softer sorts remained 
ap ane et of goods conditionally contrabeud. 

M eanwhile it might be advisable to call atten- 
tion to the fact that up to the present littlo 
practical application had been ‘made by Russia 
of her severe rule. It was to be hoped that 
this attitude of doference to neutral susciptibili- 
ties wonld be continued, though the declaration 
that cotton would in. future be regarded os 
contraband pointed in the opposite direction. 
But it appeared that it’ wax the raw material 
that was declared to be contraband becanso it 
could be used us gun-cotton. 

PROVISIONS. 

An to provisions, at the outbreak of the war 
between Great Britain and France in 1793, 
both parties first adopted, dnd then under 
neutral pressure ubsndoned, the- practice of 


provisions on their way to opsan commercial 
pots of the enemy. Out. of this attempt and’ 
-its faure grow the doctrine that food was not 
contraband unless it was destined for o 
hesiexed place or ,an armed force of the 
‘onemy.’ ‘After pointing out that we must look 
carefully ‘to our owa position. since it was a 
angfter of the utmost importunce for us to keep 
oar imports of food free from molestation at af 
times, the lecturer said that tho action of 
Russia in the present war emphasised the warn- 
ing. Hitherto she had been on tho side of the 
recuived rule, Food-stufls were absent from 
hor list of contraband of 1900. But the 
additions of February 28th, 1904. contained 
rice und provisions. We could only hops that 
our Governmont had followed the example of 
their predecessors in 1885, aud entered a strong 
protest. In the action of Japan there was 
nothing of which we could complain. ‘With 
her food was contraband only when destined for 
the usq: of the enemy's armed force —and, he 
presumed her Courts would add. for a besieged 
place. When American steamers luden with 
canned meats and other provisions pat into. 
Japanese ports on their way to Port Arthur 
and Viadivosteck at the beginning of the war 
their cargoes were of course seized. ‘here was 


no breach of international law in such aets. |' 


The only comment it was possible to make upon 
them was that on these occasions some of out 
American cousins showed .a stranve luck ‘of 
their usual sagacity in matters of commerce. 
Our, own policy was perfectly clear. Unless we 
altered ovr habits fundamentally, or dminished 
ouy numbers by more than half, we covld not 
live upon the produce of our owa svil. Prac- 
tically, wo were deyendent upon imports from 
abroad for about four-fifths of the wheat and 
floar we consumed. ' Of this enormous quantity 
no very lurge proportion came from our Colonies 
and dependencies. In the eight years ond: 1 with 
1903 it varied from $ to 24 per cent. In these 
facts we found at once ovr call to action and ou: 
hope of success juaction, It wasa matter of life 
end. death for us to prevent auy ‘change i 
juternational law which should make the food 
of the civilisn population uudoubtedly con- 
traband, and if argument:and protests would 
‘not doit force must. Should the uss of force be 
necessary, we were not likely to stand alone. 
Ovr trade jn food was so lucrative fo the great 
wheat-producing and meat-producing countries 
that they would strain every nevve rather than 
lose it. The United Statas was with us heurt 
and goul ju the doctrine that food-saffs were not 
contraband unless destined for warlike use, and 
| they were prepared to enforce it at o'l risks. 
If in time of war-with France or Germany 
American corn cargoes bound for Liverpool 
were captured on the high seas, the Stars and 
Stripes would soon wave side by side with the 
Union Jack over the fleeta which swept the 
commerce destroyers from the oczan. Other 
countries -knew this as well as wa, aud i that 
knowledge and the efficiency of our Navy lny 
our chief secursiies, k 
Captain Stockton (Unitad . States Naval 
Attaché) und Baron Sayematsa took port in’ 
the discussion which followed.
